DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication 
in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 6-7, 8-9, 11, 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Katsurao et al. (WO 99/05191, abstract). 

Katsurao et al. teaches a solid polymer electrolyte formed from a crosslinked vinylidene 
fluoride copolymer comprising 50-97 mol% of vinylidene fluoride monomer units and 0.1 to 5 
mol% of units derived from either a monoester of an unsaturated dibasic acid or an epoxy vinyl 
monomer. This solid polymer electrolyte is used in a lithium ion battery. 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Kuzuo et al. 
(JP 2000-215917). 

Kuzuo et al. teaches a polymer electrolyte for a nonaqueous lithium battery. The polymer 
electrolyte is formed by providing a polymer composition formed of a reactant of a vinylidene 
fluoride-based polymer containing 50 wt% or more of a polymerized vinylidene fluoride unit and 
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also containing a carboxyl group and/or an epoxy group with a functional vinyl compound having 

a functional group reactive with the carboxyl group and/or the epoxy group and at least one vinyl 

group and by utilizing the cross-linking characteristic of the vinyl group introduced into the 

polymer compound. The positive electrode material consists of material storing and releasing

lithium and the negative electrode consisting of a material storing and releasing lithium or metal 
lithium. Kuzuo et al. teaches in column 8, paragraph [0038], that the cathode is LiMY2 where M 
can be Co, N, Fe, Mn, Cr, V and that Y can be O or S and states that LiNixCol-x02 can be used.
